SKIRTS BOUND TIGHTLY 
ABOUT WOMAN'S ANKLES 


In Order to Keep  Gar- 
ments From Fluttering As 
Wearer Flew---“Oh!”’ Cried 
Mrs. Van Deman; “Now I 
Know What Makes the 
Birds Sing.” 


College Park, Md., October 27.—With 
her skirts tied tightly about her ankles 
to keep the garments from fluttering 
in the breeze. Mrs. Van Deman, wife 
of Captain RalphC. Van Deman, Twen- 
tv-first Infantry, United States Army, 
oceupied the passenger's seat beside 
Wilbur Wright when he ascended on 
the government's aeroplane here to- 
day. : 

For four minutes she experienced the 
sensation of soaring in the air. some- 
times as high as 60 feet above the 
ground. 

“Oh!” Said the Woman. 

“Oh!” exclaimed Mrs. Van Deman 
when she returned to the ground, “now 
I know what makes the birds sing.” 

The machine circled the aerodrome 
and was put through some intricate 
maneuvers, the flight lasting four min- 
utes. The landing was made without 
the slightest mishap. 

Mrs. Van Deman was the first wom- 
an to fly in a heavier-than-air machine 
in the United States. Mr. Wright and 
his brother, Orville, both have had 
women as passengers in their aero- 
plane abroad and Mrs. Nicholas Long- 
worth at Fort Meyer recently wished 
to make a. trip in the seroplane, but 
the Wright brothers have refused 
«heretofore in the United States. 

it was only after Mrs. Van Deman 
had obtained permission from her hus- 
hand that Mr. Wright consented to 
take her for a flight Mrs. Van De- 
nun expressed herscif as delighted 
with the unique sensation 

Officers Fly Alone. 

Lieutenants Lahm and Humphreys 
had so far progressed with their mas- 
terv of the government's aeroplane to- 
dav that just before the closing of the 
afternoon's work Wilbur Wright step- 
ped to the rear and allowed the two 
officers to oversee all details in the 
management of the machine prior to 
their ascension. He practically retired 
from the field, so that the officers 
might not have to share with him the 
eredit for the flight they were about 
to make. They made a successful 
flight, but after being in the air three 
minutes. the machine descended rather 
suddenly in a remote part of the field. 
One of the supporting wires had given 
awav and upon hearing it snap, the 
officers had promptly pulled the lever 
to make a landing. The damage was

COING SKYWARD 


Prices Are Again Making 
New High Records.

New York, October 27.—There was 
continued excitement in the cotton 
market today, with prices again mak-

Both 
southern and western bulls were cred- 
ttea with being aggressi.e buyers at 
times during the day. 

December cotton sold as high as 
14.47 and May 14.63 during the after- 
noon. Realizing caused slight reac- 
tion later, but the market closed very 
steady, ani from 3 to 2@ points net 
higher. 

Two prominent southern authorities 
jasued estimates of the crop, ofie 
pincing it at 10,300,000 and the other 
at 10,520,000, comparing with last 
vear’s commercial crop of about 13,- 
$00,000 bales.

HANG NEXT WEEK

Governor Brown will not interfere 
with the execution ‘in Troup county of 
J. M. Elliott, who was convicted by 
the Troup county jury of killing G. L. 


Rivers and was sentenced to b 


hanged, 

This was announced last night by 
the governor, being brought about bv 
the report of the commission which 
was appointed by Governor Brown to 
examine into Elliott’s sanity. 

This commission, which is composed 
of Drs. L. M. Jones, E.. M. Green and 
R. C. Swint, all of the sanitarium at 
Milledgeville, Ga., was appointed by 
the governor, in view of their knowl- 
edge of all matters pertaining to the 
state of a person’s mind. They spent 
Wednesday in LaGrange, returning to 
Atlanta at night and filing their re- 
port with the governor at the mansion. 

The report was “that they found that 
Eliiott was not now insane.” 

Eliiott was convicted of murder and 
sentenced to be hanged. He was re- 
spited twice. however: first. pending 
an investigation by the board of par- 
dons. which did not recommend a par- 
don. and. secondly, pending an investi- 
gation as to his sanity, the date of 
execution being postponed until a week 
from next Friday. The report of the 
commission, stated above, puts an end 
to all interference. Elliott will swin~ 
on Friday, November 6.

Hearst Alleges Tammany 
Flooded City With Advertise- 
ments Telling ‘“‘How To Vote 
for Chanler for Governor and 
Taft for President’’---Says He 
Is Always a Democrat. 


New York, October 27.—A drizzling 
rain fell in New York tonight, but de- 
spite the weather three mayoralty can- 
didates delivered collectively sixteen 
speeches. Otto T. Bannard, the repub- 
lican nominee, led with nine curt, busti- 
ness issue addresses in Harlem and the 
Bronx; William R. Hearst, who is run- 
ning- independently, spoke at Carnegie 
hall, onee in Harlam, once in the 
Bronx, and William J. Gaynor, running 
on the democratic ticket and backed by 
Tammany hall, spoke four times in the 
heart of Manhattan. Crowds greeted 
the speakers everywhere. 

Hearst Always a Democrat. 

The meeting which Hearst addressed 
at Carnegie hall was announced as @ 
democratic mass meeting. and the edi- 
tor, although he made an attack on 
Tammany the principal part of his ad- 
dress, emphasized that he was for all 
time a democrat. but an exponent of 
independence in politics. Incidentally 
Mr. Hearst disclosed some interesting 
facts concerning his acceptance of the 
democratic nomination against Hughes 
in 1906, : 

“Three years ago I ran for governor 
of the state of New York upon the in- 
dependence party ticket,” he said, “and 


ithe democratic-party of the state of 


New York indorsed me, seeming to see 
a true democracy in the candidate and 
platform of the independence party. I 
hesitated sixteen days before accepting 
the democratic indorsement, but finally 
and foolishly accepted.”’ 

This was the beginning of the end, 
the speaker continued in effect, as he 
outlined what purported to be his 
clashes with Charles F. Murphy, leader 
of Tammany hall, disagreements 
which, he said, resulted in his refusal 
to be dictated to by the leader and his 
ultimate defeat because Tammany 
scratched him. 

Slaughtered by Tammany. 

“I was slaughtered and sacrificed in 
New York city.” he said. “On every 
dead wall flamed a giant poster, How 
to cut Hearst and vote for Hughes!’ To 
every Tammany voter was sent a sam- 
ple ballot, ‘How to cut Hearst and vote 
for Hughes.’

That this is true is. best evi- 
denced by the large number of ex- 
hibitors who will show their prod- 
ucts in the Atlanta affair. Surely 
makers would not assume this expense 
if the south was not in a financial 
position to respond. 

“It is a settled fact that the south 
will respond, as the first call for a 
show in the south came from Atlanta. 
In other words, it was the south who 
sent out an appeal for a show rather 
than the makers asking that a show 
be held in that section of the coun- 
try. The appeal came from such peo- 
ple as Asa G. Candler, president of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce and head 
of the Coca-Cola company;.Clark How- 
ell, of The Atlanta Constitution; Ma- 
jor John 8S. Cohen, of the Atlanta Jour- 
nal; E. W. Gans, 8S. C. Dobbs, C. L 
Ryan, E. H. Hansen, J. T. Fitten and 
others, all prominent business men $of 
Atlanta. It is an encouraging fact 
that the prime movers in the affair 
are not connected wtih the motor car 
industry, but men who have the suc- 
cess of Atlanta at heart rather than 
any personal gain. 

“Practically every leading maker of 
American cars and several prominent 
importers have taken space in the af- 
fair, while over 100 prominent acces- 
sory and part makers have had space 
allotted them. 

South Is Buying Autos. 

“Recent vears have put the south 
on a firmer financial basis; waste lands 
have been .tilled and cultivated, and 
the entire south is in a far better con- 
dition than it has been for years; 
banks have increased surplus, planters 
have harvested millions of dollars’ 
worth of crops; merchants and business 
men have done a good business; and, 
in brief, a large proportion of the 
southerners are in a position to, and 
will buy motor cars. 

Effect of Good Roads. 


“One of the drawbacks in the south, 


in so far as the automobile is con- 
cerned, has been the poor highways. 


Two things have been responsible for 


—=—— 


this; one the condition of the soil, 
which, in some places, is sandy, and 
in others composed of red clay; and, 


financial eondition to improve its roads 
and maintain state highways, such as 
is possible in the north and some 
rsections of the west. 

“Without good roads, touring is not 
a pleasure, and the commercial vehicle 
cannot.accomplish its purpose. All this 
has had a bearing on the southern 
motor car business, and has, to a 
great extent, prevented motor car 
makers from bending any special ef- 
fort to sell their cars in the south, 
with the exception of large cities Ifke 
Atlanta, Mobile, Savannah, New Or- 
leans and others. 

Influence of Savannah Race. 

“Probably one of the most impor- 
tant influences to develop the motor 
car industry in the south was the 
Grand Prix race held last Thanksgiv- 
ing day in Savannah. There is no 
question but that this race directly 
influenced the industry through the 
southern territory, and since 
time the motor car sales have 
creased with wonderful rapidity. 

“With the first national show, the 
future of the automobile in the south 
is unusually encouraging.”

What the cotton crop will 
bring during the next decade, what fortunes there will be in truck farming 
or in fruit or stockraising, what vast armies of men will be needed for 
multiplying factories, what opportunities there will be for capital, what un- 
told openings for business enterprises of every nature—is simply beyond the 
imagination of the most gifted specialist. 

There is no reason for. the most ambitious southern man to seek an 
el dorado in any other section of the country. It is already right here. The 
brains and the labor he will invest in the west or the east will bring many 
fold a greater return in the south. 

The great rajlroad systems of the south are not even helping us to bring 
back southerners now living elsewhere, or to offset their loss by substantial 
American additions.

As long as the railroads continue sleeping, and the southern people fail 
to duplicate western spirit, we are in the position of :. spendthrift who does 
not only fail in securing badly needed capital, but persists in squandering 
the fund already in his possession.

ADJUSTING RURAL SCHOOLS 
TO THE LIFE ON THE FARM 


Private Car Southern States Super- | 


intendents of Education, Oshkosh, 
Wis., October 24-—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—The type of agricultural 
school maintaineg in a number of the 
counties of Wisconsin has interested 
the southern superintendents of edu- 
cation very much, ag through them it 
is hoped to work out the plans of ad- 
justing. the rural schools to the life 
on the farm, as much a problem out 
here as it in the states of Dixie land. 
Two of these schools have been visit- 
ed. one at Menomonie and the other 
at Winneconne. They are good sub- 
jects, too, as the Menomonle school 
has been in service a number of years 
and the other only two. 

While there is some dispositon to 
maintain literary standards, in the 
main this is made subject to the agri- 
cultural feature. For instance, if a 
boy or girl is fifteen or sixteen 
years of age, they would be required 
to stand examination on the eighth 
grade, but if they had gone on nine- 
teen or twenty, and desired the agri- 
cultural courses, they would be ad- 
mitted even if they ranked much lower 
in the usua] school accomplishments. 
The admitted purpose of the school is 
to help the boys and the girls on the 
farms, and the lack of schooling 
otherwise will not be allowed to stand 
in the way of this movement. Quite 
often grown men. come fn an take 
the farm courses who would ndt be 
able to pass any sort of grade exami- 
nation. 

The Older Institution. 

The Menomonie school, of which F. 
R. Crane is the head. has graduated 
Over seven hundred students, only two 
of whom have gone into pursuits 
Other than agriculture. As a result, 
the business_of farming has been 
greatly advanced and uplifted in the 
county, one indication being that just 
now the county makes thirty tons of 


creamery butter a week for the mar- 


kets of the world. There are five de- 
partments, agrinomy and agriculture. 
horticulture, farm mechanics. animal 
husbandry and household science. The 
students run to about one hundred a 
year, with annual cost of $9,000 in 
round figures. 

Every incentive to enthusiasm in 
farm life is provided at these schools. 
Every week the professors g0 out 
among the people, and, with lecture 
and lantern slide, talk of the work 
on the farm ang how to make it, bet- 
ter. Pictures are shown of cattle. hogs, 
crops, etc., and their care and culti- 
vation explained. Farmers are taught 
how to test their milk so as to cut 
out the unprofitable cows. and to se- 
lect cattle by knowing the points of a 
milker as well as an animal for beef. 
Diseased cattle are eliminated and 
killed. and the owners are shown how 
to apply tests of ¢his kind and in- 
structed in the disposition of the car- 
casses.

In the opinion of State Superintend- 
ent J. N. Powers, of Mississippi, the 
county agricultural school at Menomo-. 
nie, Wis., is the best thing of its kind 
he has ever seen, and its outlook for 
practical usefulness is as vast as the 
growing generations of the county. 
Though given over to the work of & 
county only, there is not a district ag- 
ricultural school in Alabama, Missis- 
sippi or Georgia that is approaching 
its record in real service to those who 
need help. 

Mr. Powers, who will write a paper 
for the association of superintendents 
on the county agricultural schools seen 
on the trip, believes that this school 
is actually undertaking and working 
out the task of taking the school to 
the people, the only logical way of 
making the school of service to them. 
For a Icng time it has been the policy 
to bring the people to the school, which 
results in training the very life blood 
craze our schools. “We must demo- 
cratic our schools,” says Mr. Powers. 
“The institutions must reach out after 
those who need education and give it 
to them in such way as to bring them 
back to their own lives.” 

Mr. Powers illustrated his view by 
the fact that at Lynn, Mass., where 
there are great shoe factories, there is 
a school with buildings that cost $650,- 
000. The dominant thing taught applies 
to shoe making. but they get also the 
academic grades also. In a word these 
children are educated not only in the 
books but the business that gives life 
to the community in which they lived. 
Japan cotton factories earn as high 
as 70 per cent. They buy our cotton, 
making it into goods and selling these 
back to us at a great profit. The towns 
where these schools are located main- 
tain schools where the children are 
taught this work while in the mills, 
where they are given medical attention 
and school advantages of the book 
kinds, and in every way fitted for the 
highest output of service to which they 
are attached. 

What Switzerland Does. 

Switzerland buys its coal and its cot- 
ton and selis us more cctton goods in 
value than the United States ships to 
the rest of the world. The Germans 
are impressed with our ability for 
great combinations, with our stores of 
raw material, but thev say their own 
manufacturing lines need not fear for 
a long time, as we have not yet begun 
to emphasize the value of quality In 
output. <All the industrial excellences 
these countries grow out of thetr 
schools, thinks Mr. Powers, and 
must comefto it if it holds 
future march of prog-

There 
has been a restlessness in our school 
life from the kindergarten to the uni- 
versity, a result of a feeling that our 
education is not reaching the people. 
This industrial line ts going to remove 
this and give us @ confidence that we 
ought to have. And it has come to us 
from over the waters.” 

“And the best thing of it all is that 
it is adaptable to our southern states. 
We can raise as much corn as these 
people up here, if we fix our lands for 
it. Where they plan for wheat we can 
look to cotton, and by educating our

lanta, May 22-23, 1899, at the Chamber 
of Commerce, a Good Roads Congress. 
Colonel Lon F. Livingston, of Con- 
yers, was made temporary chairman, 
and ex-Governor W. J. Northen was 
elected permanent president; vice 
presidents from each congressional dis- 
trict in the state was elected, together 
with secretaries and committees on 
order of business. 

“Resolutions were adopted calling 
for the use of convicts on the public 
roads, and that the public highways in 
Georgia were a disgrace, and the sys- 
tem should be changed. 

“This is indeed interesting to those 
who are renewing the fight for im- 
proved highways, and it is greatly de- 
sired that the old veterans of the good 
road cause do reassemble at the state 
good roads convention in Atlanta, No- 
vember 10. 

“The Good Roads Club of Georgia 
extends to them a cordial welcome, 
and an ovation will be in store to 
those who can respond to the good 
roads call, which has been sounded 
far over the state.

PELLAGRA H 
CATTTLE 


AS ATTACKED 


IN THE SOUTH 


Pellagra, the newly-discovered dis- 
ease which has proven fatal to so many 
in the south after eating bread made 
from corn meal, has invaded the ranks 
of southern cattle. according to a pam- 
phiet on the subject of pellagra by 
Dr. J. J. Watson, of Columbia, an au- 
thority on this subject. 

Be. R. E. Stallings, state chemist 
of Georgia, connected with the depart- 
ment of agriculture, has received a 
copy of this pamphlet and he is most 
interested in this new phase of the sit- 
uation, in view of the decided interest 
which is manifested throughout the 
state in cattle raising industry. 

In writing specifically on the pres- 
ence of pellagra in horses and cattle, 
Dr. Watson says: “I. therefore, believe 
that western corn goes through a heat 
before it reaches its destination, and it 
is during this heating process that the 
pellagra fungi develop, and when this 
corn is sold it is infected with the 
fungi, as the samples I have secured 


from the market would plainly show. 
Horses suffer from the disease. which 
is manifested in many ways. If large 
quantities of the diseased corn has 
been fed them, they die suddenly with 
what is ordinarily termed ‘blind stag- 
gers.’ The symptoms that are produced 
by corn not so much infected or fed 
is smaller quantities, are paresis or rizg- 
idity: the horse manifests symptoms of 
tetanus, except there are no convul- 
sions: they lose their hair and become 
very thin. When proper food is sup- 
piied to animals, recovery commences, 
but convalescence is very protracted.” 

In view of the greatly increased con- 
sumption of cotton seed meal ag a 
feed for horses, mules and all classes 
of live stock in Georgia, western corn, 
it is said, is being eliminated from the 
market. It is on this account that no 
specific existence of pellagra in Geor- 
xia cattle has yet been reported to the 
department of agriculture. so it is 
claimed. 

The pamphiet referred to is creating 
widespread interest throughout the 
south, and has resulted in the call for 
a meeting to discuss this disease at 
Columbia, 8S. C., next month.

SECRETARY BALLINGER 
DEFENDS HIS POLICY 


Private Parties Not Securing 
Water Power Sites on 
Public Domain. 


Washington, October 27.—Secretary 
Richard A. Ballinger, of the depart- 
ment of the interior, who returned to 
Washington last night, gave out to- 
day a statement which is regarded as 
a declaration of his policy as to these 
matters. 

The secretary reiterates ‘without 
fear of contradiction,” the statement 
hitherto made in his behalf, “that 
since his incumbency no water power 
sites on the public domain theretofore 
withdrawn have been secured by pri- 
vate parties, and that he has ener- 
getically made every effort, by tempo- 
rary withdrawals, to segregate exist- 
ing power sites on the public domain 
in order to enable congress to legislate 
for their more prudent disposition.”
